TOGO NOT TO SEE OUR SHIPS. 


New Order, Strictly Enforced, Would 
Bar Japanese Visitor from Navy Yards. 


The auncuncement yesterday that Sec- 
retary of the Navy Meyer has issued an 
order to department’ heads and com- 
|mandants that navy yards will ao longer 
be open to visiting naval officers from 
foreign. ccuntries will, if strictly enforced, 
first affect Admiral Togo, the victor of 


[the battle of the Sea of Japan, who is to 


visit us next month. 

In the last few years many foreign 
naval officers have been entertained at 
the nayy yard here and conducted 
through ¢very part of the great Govern- 
ment plant. After that inspection, if any 
of the big battleships or cruisers were in 
the yard thé visitors. were taken on toaré 
and allowed to see what kind of fighting 
machires go to make up the Atlantic 
Fleet. 

Among’ those who have visited the 
ravy yard\in recent years are the British 
Adn.irals Beresford, Fisher, and Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, Vice Admiral Uriu 
of Japan, one of the famous Annapolis 
graduates in the Mikado’s service; Prince 
Henry of Prussia, and Grand Admiral von 
Koester of Germany, and the Duke wf the 
Abrvszi from Italy. 

Under the new order foreign visitors 
may inspect the residential sections of 
the 1avy yards and see some ships, but 
they must not be piloted to places where 
it will be possible to make an accurate 
éstimate of the equipment, capacity, and 
méterial in American yards. The reason 
is said to be that at present practically 
every taval officer of high rank in for- 
eign countries knows nearly all there is 
worth kndwing about the. United Statcs 
navy yards, and Secretary ‘Meyer has ap- 
parently concluded that - they ‘know 
enough. 

Admiral Togo will no doubt be invited 
t> the navy yard, and officers are won- 
dering if the visit will be restricted to an 
inspection of the residential section, the 
restaure nt started by Miss Anne Morgan, 
the ancient receiving ship Hencock, the 
marine barracks, and possibly. an obsolete 
“warship or two.

INJUNCTION SUIT STARTED 


Sethiow Corporation Admits i Used 
Mr. Low’s Name Without Leave, but 
Thought. It Was Honoring Him. | 


Ex-Mayor Seth Low doesn’t mind lend- 
ing his name to cities, colleges, and chari- 
tiles when they think it may help them 
along, but when it comes to apartment 
houses—especially apartment houses which 
look right over Mr. Low’s beloved Co- 
lumbia University. campus and which 
shock the finer sense of the young ladies 
who are studying art in Teachers College 
by alleged architectural incongruities— 
ex-Mayor Low firmly draws the line. 

For this reason the elaborate eight- 
story’ “kitchenette” apartment house 
which has just been completed in West 
One Hundred and Twenty-first Street is 
not going to be called the ‘‘ Sethlow ” any 
more. i 

Swept by the breezes of the Teachers 
College campus the ‘‘ Sethlow”’ is so im- 
pressive that many might well wonder 
why ex-Mayor Low does not care to have 
his name immortalized in big black letters 
on its side walls and in smaller ones chis- 
eled chastely in stone over the main en- 
trance within its deep courtyard 

The ‘Sethlow,” according to its pro- 
spectus—and the man who wrote the pro- 
Spectus certainly ought to know—is a 
““new building of the highest type.” It is 
in “New York's most refined location.” 
It rents out suites of two and three rooms 
for from $35 to $60. It furnishes * maid 
Service if desired”’—and an apartment 
which furnishes maids in emergency is an 
institution which is known to appeal to 
every householder. 

Nevertheless ex-Mayor Low is obdurate. 
In his affidavit setting forth his objec- 
tions to the use of his name over the 
apartment’s doorstep he impHes strongly 
that he has had immortality enough. He 
has instructed his attorneys, Geller, Rol- 
ston & Horan, to start injunction proceéd- 
ings against the owners of the apartment 
to keep them from using his name> Mr. 
Low’s injunction motion was on the cal- 
endar of the Supreme Court for yesterday 
morning but was put over until July 12. 

The motion, however, will probably 
never be argued. According to Section 50 
of the Civil Rights act, ‘‘a person, firm, 
or corporation that uses for advertising 
purposes or for the purposes of trade, the 
name, portrait, or picture of uny living 
person without having firgt obtained the 

written..consent of such-pérson is: guilty 
“ec ‘@ misdemeanor and is open to an action 
or an injunction and damages.”’ 

And the “ Sethlow Realty Company,” as 
the corporation owning the apartment 
house is called, doesn’t even pretend they 
obtained. Mr. Low’s written permission 
before using hig name. 

The officers of the 
Company" are Louis Eisenberg, Presi- 
dent, and Isadore Cohn, Treasurer. They 
organized. the company under the laws 
of New York in March, 1910, and called 
it ‘ Sethlow,”. ‘ because,” as President 
Bisenberg said yesterday, ‘it looked 
right over Columbia University, which is 
so intimately associated with ex-Mayor 
Low.” They openéd offices at 149 Broad- 
way and started to. build the apartment 
house. As soon as it was finished they 
began inserting quarter-page . advertise- 
ments in the newspapers, describing its 
attractions. Hx-Mayor Low, who doesn’t

“MR. LOEB’S ACTIVITIES. 

For fifteen years previous to 1909 the 
average @mount collected in fines, pen- 
alties, amd forfeitures at the Custom 
House of this port was $61,744. Since 
that’ time the average has not fallen 
below a million, and for the year just 
closed was $2,914,158. It might be 
thought that the increase in the fines is 
the thing to be noticed.. Quite the con- 
trary. The thing to be remarked is the 
compliance with the law by those who 
paid no fines. For example, the fines 
collected from arriying passengers were 
only $161,735 after their abnormal! in- 
crease, ‘but the duties collected from 
passengers aggregated. $2,305,562. If 
anything ‘likée-this:ratio runs through 
the customs service, as ts in some de- 
gree indicated by the great increase in 
customs last*year, there is no reason to 
look further for the increasing. unpopu- 
larity of the best tariff ever enacted by 
the Republican Party. The instant it 
was enforced.it became impossible. So 
long as it was evaded by smuggling by 
passengers, or by trick and device in 
unfair commercial competition, its ab- 
|surdities were concealable, but with on- 
forcement came understanding, and 
with understanding mandate for re- 
Peal. ' 

The remarkable thing about Collector 
| Lors’s feat is that there is so little ap- 
parently remarkable about it. Unlike 
weak men in office, he asked neither 
for more power nor for more help. He 
is accomplishing his marvels without 
specific legislation, and with fewer as- 
sistants than his predecessors. ‘‘ For 
the improvement of the service” he 
abolishes departments, and turns the 
discharged help over to other depart- 
ments if they are worth keeping.

And it is all the 
more memorable because it is charac- 
téristic of this Administration. The 
year. begins with similar evidences in 
all the departments at Washington. 
For the first time all the departments 
are to work under modern accounting 
systems devised by a commission on ef- 
ficiency.. If the Democrats had secured 
control of the National Administration 
they could not more completely have 
turned the inefficient out and swept 
and garnished the National household 
at Washington. And there has been ‘no 
scandal or bragging about it. 

The contrast between the new and 
the old National Administrations is too 
obvious for emphasis.

“THE. APPRAISERS’ GRAB. _, 
The present mode of ‘securing ap- 
praisement of estates for the: transfer 
tax is séund in theory and has proved 
efficient and economical in practice. 
The work is done -by salaried appoint- 
ees of. the State Controller's office, 
selected by competitive examination 
under the civil service law and rules.’ 
It has been found, on comparison with 
like work done by appraisers appointed 
by the Surrogate for separate estates 
and paid by fees, that the Controller's 
men do about four times as much work 
at one-sixth of the cost. 
Such a state of things to the minds 
of Tammany “Boys in the Legislature,” 
as Mr. Munpnr calls them, is intoler- 
able. Their ideal is small work for 
large pay, Accordingly, Messrs. Grapy 
and Frawifr have duly introduced 
bills to take the transfer tax appraise- 
ments away from the Contfoller’s of- 
fice and to have the work done, in the 
case of each estate, by appraisers to be 
selected by the Surrogate and paid by 
fees. A simple mathematical calcula- 
tion will show that this would be 
twenty-four times as bad for the pub- 
lic interests and twenty-four times as 
pleasant for the specially selected ap- 
pointees. Unfortunately that is a mat- 
ter that will not weigh heavily against 
the bills with the present rulers of the 
Legislature. 


TRANSITION PERIOD IN MEXICO. 

Mexico, under the provisional Gov- 
ernment, is having its share of fresh 
ailments, There were no “labor 
troubles” under Diaz. Sometimes an 
incipient revolution down Orizaba way, 
or in a region of silver mines, was 
called a ‘“tlabor trouble” for euphony’s 
sake, and its leaders were shot ‘as riot- 
ous strikers rather than revolutionists. 
But the confusion of terms misled no- 
body. Artisans were permitted to stop 
work whenever they chose, individually 
or in bodies, but when they tried to 
prevent other men from working they 
were. in danger of being lined up 
against stone walls and shot. So Mex- 
ico had no “labor troubles.” She has 
them now in plenty. In the laguna dis- 
trict, in Chihuahua and Aguascalientes, 
miners, smelters, and laborers are 
“out,” and a strike of motormen and 
conductors employed by the Canadian 
company.which owns the street cars in 
Mexico City, and the great power works 
at Necaxa, is threatened. Increases in 
wages of from 30 to 150 per cent. are 
demanded. In thé matter of strikes 
and labor troubles generally, however, 
Mexico can be no worse off than Eng- 
land, : France, and tho United States. 
But the middle-class .péople will begin 
to realize that they weré formerly much 
better off. 

An era of “ trust-busting,” of severe 
punishment for capitalists. who have 
helped to build. up the country and, in- 
cidentally, to make money for them- 
selves, has set in. ‘Lord Cowprayr, for- 
merly Sir WEETMAN PEARSON, and head 
of the big contracting and oil refining 
firm of S. Pzarson’s Sons, ‘is to be in- 
vestigated. according to persistent re- 
ports. Some other capitalists are anx- 
ious to get hold of some of his posses- 
sions. Lord Cowpray reconstructed 
the Tehuantepec Railway and built the 
great ports of Salina Cruz and Coatz- 
acoalcos, the vast refineries at Mina- 


tunnels. of Mexico and other cities, and 
transformed Vera Cruz into a healthy 
and handsome modern city, Of course 
he has not been working wholly for 
fame, and he has been closely associa- 
ted with Draz and the friends of Diaz. 
One of the pressing reforms is the 
opening up, some way or other, of the 
vast uncultivated lands of the north, 
which need only irrigation to be richly 
productive and greatly increase the 
wealth of the nation... One radical pro- 


posal, already put in the form of a leg- 


‘islative pill, is for the Government .to 


easy terms, to all who are willing to 
farm them, Maprro further proposes 
to irrigate them at Government ex- 
pense, employing convict labor for, the 
purpose. He will learn, before long, 
that in a.“ free” country convict iabor 
must. be suppressed. He has a labor 
question to deal with now. 

How much wiser it would be for the 
Government to do nothing more to open 
the waste lands than to tax them. 
Land taxes in Mexico have béen tri- 
fling. The Diaz Government never 
cared to increase theni, but MapERo 
could do nothing better or wiser, Prob- 
ably he will not, however, as the idea of 
Government purchase seems more pop- 
ular.

are some Germans in Agadir, but the 
port. is mot an open one and the rights 
of foreigners,’ with no strictly, legal 
standing, depend largely on'what their 
home Government may choose to do to 
protect them. Despite this irregularity, 
it is*said that a German company is 
working copper mines of considerable 
value in the hills behind Agadir, and it 
is on the strength of disturbances there 
and in the town that the German Gov- 
ernment has taken the step which is 
now announced. If it goes no further, 
the incident, though a delicate one, can 
be handled readily enough through or- 
dinary diplomatic agencies. 

It is-unfortunately not certain that 
the matter will be handled in a peace- 
keeping spirit. The German Jingoes 
are aflame with zeal for a fight at 
once, hafl the step of the Govern- 
ment as in.that direction. What is 
worse, the respectable Cologne Gazette, 
which has a rather ill-defined but ac- 
cepted authority as a “ semi-official” 
organ of the Government, talks in a 
somewhat-ugly mood pt the purpose of 
Germany to cccupy the province of 
Sus until Franee and Spain withdraw 
from the posts they have taken in 
what is regarded as violation of ‘the 
treaty of Algeciras.” If that be the real 
tone of the German Government it 
foreshadows an attempt at a partition- 
ing of Morocco, which could hardly ‘be 
accomplished without grave danger of 
a conflict between claimants. The port 
of Agadir is said to be an excellent 
one; it would be a good naval base for 
Germany, such as that Government has 
long desired on the Atlantic; its oc- 
cupation by Germany would neces’ 
sarily be a menace to the command 
that Great Britain has always main- 
tained of the Straits of Gibraltar. But 
the German Emperor is a master hand 
at the game of national politics which 
jealous critics like to describe as 
“bluff,” and it is quite possible that 
all he now contemplates is a hint to 
France that she must move very cau- 
tiously in Morocco, and may do well 
to retreat a little, 

It is true that two years ago Ger- 
many tacitly if not expressly acknowl- 
edged the superior political position of 
France in Morocco, but that is a vague 
German commitment and it would be 
easy enough to interpose a protest 
against the recent military operations of 
France, and of pain as well, as going 
beyond the limits ~ mutually agreed 
upon, either at Algeciras or later. 
Bspecially Germany could plausibly in- 
sist that theses operations are a fair 
precedent for her. own action: in the 
southwest of Morocco. Everything will 
depend on the temper of the various 
Governments, and especially on that of 
‘Germany. There is nothing in:the ac- 
tual situation in-Morocco that involves 
serious German rights or even inter- 
ests, but German claims are a different 
matter. These we do not believe she 
will in the long run exaggerate or un- 
duly press. She came out of the affair 
that culminated at Algeciras in a far 
more pacific mood than that with which 
she entered upon it, earnestly protest- 
ing that she had been strangely misun- 
derstood. :And the present sityation is 
not apparently near ag serious as that 
was,

Dr. N. A. Murray, Acting Chief of the 
Crop Reporting Board of the Department 
of Agriculture, to-day made the following 
statement subsequent to the issuance of 
the cotton crop report: 
“The report shows the condition of the

ing date in the last ten years. A month 
ago fhe general condition was 85° per 
cent. above the ten-year average. To-day 
it is 10.3 per cent. above the ten-year 
average. 

“The acreage of cotton this year is 
about 35,000,000. Allowing for the aver- 
age amount of abandonment—about 
1,000,000 acres—the indications are that 
approximately 384,000,000 acres of cotton 
will be harvested.

An estimate of Great Britain's share of 
South American trade puts it at 35 per 
cent. the next most favored nation being 
Germany, with 16 per cent. The prepon- 
derating share of England in the com- 
merce of South America is not inconsist- 
ent with English investments in’ that 
part of the world.
